Ginger Cookies. 

• The word "cookie" always sug- 
gests New England, yet as other 
good things have come from this sec- 
tion, I know also that this small cake 

recipe is good: 
One egg. 

One cupful sugar. 

One cupful molasses. 

One tablespoon soda. 

One teaspoonful vinegar. 

One tablespoonful vinegar. 

Flour to hold ingredients together 

Break the egg in a pan and add 
the other ingredients, roll very thin 
and bake quickly. 

Soft Gingerbread. 

There was prabably one original j 
method of making this delectable. | 
toothsome, dark sweet bread, but 
from the original recipe there rjas 
been devised so many variations the 
first recipe has been lost in obscur- 
ity. I fancy the^recipe given here' 
comes nearer the original one than j 
many that we have all tried. ,1 know- 
that it is excellent. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One half-cup sweet milk. 

One-half teaspoon soda dissolved 
in one tablespoonful of water. 

One teaspoonful of cinamon. 

One beaten egg. 

One-half cup New Orleans molas- 
ses. 

One-half teaspoonful baking pow- 
der. 

One tablespoonful of ginger. 

One and a half cupfuls of flour. 

Sift together all of the dry ingred- 
ients into a deep bowl. Add the mo- 
lasses, Ihe milk and the shortening. I 
Beat the egg and add that. It is not 
well to beat cake batter very much 
after the eggs have been added, as| 
'his 'detracts from the lightness oil 
the batter; therefore, be sure you| 
have your batter well mixed before i 
the egg is added. Bake slowly in 
a deep cake pan. Serve with sauce 
Of in broken chunks. This kind of 
cake is better broken than cut, as 
the knife is apt to make it soggy 
along the outer edge of the slice. 
A Good Sauce For Gingerbread. 

To one pint of boiling water add 
one cupful white sugar and two ta- 
blespoonfuls brown sugar, pinch of 
salt, one tablespoonful of butter, and 
one scant tablespoonful of corn- 
starch dissolved in cold water. Boil 
a half hour and season with any 
flavor desired. If properly made 
this sauce should be perfectly clear 
and moderately thick, but not can- 
died. One tablespoonful of currant 
or acid plum jelly dissolved in hot 
water and added to this sauce just 
before serving adds greatly to its de- 
liciousness. This is a practical 
sauce that can be used for puddings 
or any kind of cakes.

While sweet potatoes can be stor- 
ed in the ground and kept successful- 
ly its is generally more satisfacton 
to store them in the attic near a flue 

where it will be warm and dry, in a 
I dry cellar or in a similar place. 
Wrapping each potato in paper or 
packing in dry dirts or wheat chaff 
! helps keep the potatoes warm and 
1 dry. 

Irish potatoes need only to be pro- 
tecting from freezing by storinj 
a freeze-proof cellar or in 
: ound. From now on they can be 
taken from the ground and stored 

n. mediately if dug when the dirt is 

'r". 

Beets and carrots keep better when 
i \id upon the ground, covered with 
i aves, hay or straw and then cover- 
ed with enough dirt to present freer 
i This is the way potatoes are 
owred. 

Turnips are covered in the same 
v ay as beets and carrots except that 
they need not be covered as deeply. 
In fact some claim that they keep 
better if just well covered with straw 
or hay that is weighed dow n to keep 
is from blowing away. 

Cabbage should not be harvested 
until a hard freeze threatens. Then 
it may be taken up and the heads 
set upside down in a shallow treneh. 
Straw is then put around them and 
dirt piled on until it will 
freezing. If the heads are immature 
they may be bent over towards the 
north until they touch the ground 
and covered over well with dirt. They 
will bleach and grow some. 

Parsnips and salsify are best left 
in the ground where grown until 
needed in the winter or spring.

— Deporta 
tion proceedings have been institut- 
ed in a number of cities to rid the 
country of violent radicals eaught 
in the cation-wide raids which have 
been in progress since Friday, At- 
torney General Palmer announced 
tonight. s 

Instructions have gone to all de 
partments of justice agents, the at- 
torney general said, to permit no de- 
lay in instituting formal hearings, 
preliminary to the actual deporta- 
tion. Assurances have been received 
from other government departments 
that action would be taken to expe- 
dite the eases. 

In the meantime the cleanup of 
the country will continue. Mr. Pal- 
mer announced tonight that there 
mjust be "no let-up." The. total num 
>er actually held on deportation war

ments. 

Dr. P. W. Covington, of the Inter- 
national Health Board, has been 
loaned to the State for the purpose 
of assuming the directorship of the 
bureau. 

In the beginning a large part of 
his time will be devoted to assisting 
county health authorities in organ- 
izing full-time health departments. 

Dr. Covington brings to the state 
wide experience in such work, having 
spent the last ten years in organizing 
county health departments through- 
out the South, as 'well as in some of 
the foreign countries.

a like appropriation. The $10,000 
thus provided for, in each of the 'five 
counties, to be used in employing a 
physician, trained in public health 
work, x and an adequate number of 
assistants, such as public health 
nurses, microscopists and sanitary 
inspectors, who will devote their en- 
tire time to the prevention of sick- 
ness within the county.
